Mill closure 
may spread 
power pain 

O NSPI forecasts 10.1 per cent less energy 
consumption in 2012 with NewPage closure 


Nova Scotia’s privately owned ener¬ 
gy utility says the closure of one of 
its biggest customers could result in 
higher energy rates for everyone 
next year. 

Rene Gallant, vice-president of 
regulatory affairs for Nova Scotia 
Power Inc., said yesterday the sav¬ 
ings on fuel costs as a result of the 
NewPage mill closing would be off¬ 
set by the utility’s fixed costs. 

“Fuel costs are lower when you 
don’t have to serve a load of that 
size,” he said, after a meeting with 
consumer and industry advocates. 

“However, (NewPage was) a cus¬ 
tomer that was paying a big por¬ 
tion of (NSPI’s) fixed costs, and all 
of those costs will be picked up, we 
expect, by other customers.” 

In a filing with the province’s 
Utility and Review Board yesterday, 
NSPI forecasted net fuel savings of 
$76.3 million. 

But, while in operation, the New¬ 
Page mill contributes $100 million 
to NSPI coffers. According to NSPI

P- NewPage is scheduled to indefi¬ 
nitely close its mill later this 
month because of several factors, 
including high energy costs. 

spokesman David Rodenhiser, that 
$23.7-million gap is what other cus¬ 
tomers may have to bear. 

The full details of the updated 
forecast aren’t publicly available. 
Customer advocates will examine 
the forecast — as well as a poten¬ 
tial deal to spread rate hikes over 
three years — this week. 

But A1 Dominie, an energy con¬ 
sultant, said the deal isn’t all that 
different from one proposed in 
April—four per cent increases over 
three consecutive years. 

“From what I’ve been able to see 
at the present time, I don’t think 
there’s a remarkable difference 
against what we’ve seen earlier,”

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Opposition eager for fall session

Both of Nova Scotia’s oppo¬ 
sition parties say they’re 
ready to go for the fall sit¬ 
ting - and want it to start 
sooner rather than later. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie issued a 
press release yesterday ask¬ 
ing the government to re¬ 
call the legislature to 


address his concerns on en¬ 
ergy and the economy 

“Real businesses are now 
closing, or threatening to 
close," Baillie said in an in¬ 
terview "I believe it’s time 
to re-examine the NDP’s 
economic plan and their 
electricity plan, and the leg¬ 
islature is the place to do 
that." 

Baillie was speaking to 


the imminent closure of 
the NewPage mill. The To¬ 
ries have also taken a spe¬ 
cial interest in a coming 
Utility and Review Board 
hearing where Nova Scotia 
Power will request higher 
energy rates. 

The Liberal camp was 
quick to point out they, too, 
called on Premier Darrell 
Dexter to reopen the legis¬ 


lature - in an op-ed penned 
by Michel Samson more 
than a week ago. 

The government is re¬ 
quired to give opposition 
parties 30 days notice be¬ 
fore reconvening the 
house. Under house rules, 
however, the government 
can approach the Speaker 
and request the legislature 
be reconvened immediate¬ 


ly. But don’t expect that any 
time soon. 

“If Mr. Baillie would like 
to discuss power rate in¬ 
creases the appropriate 
place is at the utility and re¬ 
view board which makes 
those decisions,” wrote 
NDP backbencher Mat 
Whynott, delivering the 
party’s official response in 
an email.

The former cabinet min¬ 
ister who became the 
poster boy for Nova Scotia’s 
MLA expense scandal has 
elected to be tried by 
Supreme Court judge alone. 

Richard Hurlburt will ap¬ 
pear at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax 
on Sept. 22 to set dates for 
his trial. 

Outside the Halifax 
provincial courtroom yes¬ 
terday, reporters asked 
Hurlburt’s lawyer, Stan 
MacDonald, whether his 
client maintains his inno¬ 
cence. MacDonald was rep¬ 
resenting Hurlburt at the 
proceeding. 

“Mr. Hurlburt, in Febru¬ 
ary 2010 if you recall, indi¬ 
cated that he made an error 
in judgement and he ac¬ 
cepted responsibility for his 
actions, and he publicly 
apologized,” MacDonald

cancels 

plagiarism 

service 


Cheaters might have an 
easier time passing off 
somebody else’s work as 
their own at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity this year. 

CBC News reported yes¬ 
terday that the Halifax 
school has cancelled its con¬ 
tract with online plagiarism 
detector, tumitin.com, just 
one week before the start of 
classes. 

The online company 
scans electronic versions of 
student papers for material 
lifted from other sources. 

A spokesman for Dal¬ 
housie said the university 
lost confidence in the part¬ 
nership with turnitin.com. 

A memo to faculty said 
the contract with the com¬ 
pany called for student pa¬ 
pers to be stored on 
Canadian servers, but they 
were being kept kept in the 
United States instead. 

Faculty was told to as¬ 
sume that anti-plagiarism 
software will not be in place 
for this academic year.

on property 
assessment 
increases 

The province says it will 
continue a cap on property 
assessment increases that 
was first implemented in 
2005 after releasing a 
review that concluded the 
cap protects homeowners. 

The cap, which is tied to 
the consumer price index, 
is intended to protect peo¬ 
ple from rapidly increasing 
property assessments and 
subsequent tax hikes on 
their homes. 

The government recent¬ 
ly ordered a review seeking 
input from municipal 
councils and staff, 
homeowners, and Property 
Valuation Services Corp., 
which conducts property 
assessments in Nova Scotia. 

Service Nova Scotia Min¬ 
ister John MacDonell says 
without protection, some 
families and seniors could 
find themselves unable to 
afford to stay in their own 
homes, the Canadian press 


Review asks 
for better 
drug abuse 
oversight 

A review into prescription 
drug abuse in Nova Scotia 
says there should be better 
research and monitoring of 
the problem. 

The province’s 
Department of Health 
released a report today that 
issues nine 
recommendations. 

They include the devel¬ 
opment of a system to 
monitor prescription drug 
and alcohol use, as well as 
research of policies, 
practices and legislation of 
the issue. 

The provincial 
government launched the 
review after the police 
chief of Kentville wrote to 
the health, justice and com¬ 
munity services ministers 
in January 2010 about a 
drug-related death in the 
Annapolis Valley. 

Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald says 
some of the report’s recom¬ 
mendations are being im¬ 
plemented, while others 
are under consideration.

The easiest part of beach 
volleyball is being a spec¬ 
tator, hopefully in the 
shade with a cold drink.

It almost didn’t happen 
this year, but organizers 
say the Atlantic Fringe Fes¬ 
tival is fresh and on a new 
track. 

Ken Pinto, founder of 
the long-running festival, 
said in April he would put 
it on a two-year hiatus. But 
the theatre community in¬ 
stantly stepped up with 
enough support — and a 
new board of directors — 
to make sure the show 
would go on. 

“It’s a classic case of you 
don’t know what you have 
until it’s gone, because 
people took the Fringe Fes¬ 
tival for granted. It’s the 
city’s largest theatre

event,” said organizer 
Thom Fitzgerald. 

The new blood at the 
helm is reshaping the festi¬ 
val: Last year the majority 
of shows were local (75 per 
cent), but this year it’s half 
and half. 

“It’s a great opportunity 
for Haligonians to see the¬ 
atre from abroad,” Fitzger¬ 
ald said. 

The near-death of the 
Fringe Festival produced a 


lot of real-life drama, said 
author and director 
Michael McPhee. 

“This was an immense 
thing we went through 
when it fell apart. The 
Fringe is a breeding ground 
for affordable theatre, for 
future companies,” he said. 

“It’s also good for a com¬ 
pany like us — an estab¬ 
lished, professional 

company — that we can 
take a risk on a show.” 

Performer Tanya Davis 
said the festival seems veiy 
well-organized so far. 

“It’s super important be¬ 
cause you get to try alterna¬ 
tive work out. There are no 
rules with Fringe,” she 
said. 

“It gives people free rein 
and it really makes our city 
better.”

Even in death, 
Jack boosts NDP 

O New poll ties party with Tories O Liberals trail far 
behind O Pollster asks: Can NDP consolidate gains? 

Jack Layton’s untimely 
death has triggered anoth¬ 
er orange wave across the 
country, a new poll sug¬ 
gests. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima survey pegs 
support for Layton’s NDP 
at 33 per cent — tied with 
the ruling Conservatives 
and well ahead of the Lib¬ 
erals at 21 per cent. 

That’s almost a three- 
point gain for the New De¬ 
mocrats since the May 2 
election, which vaulted 
the party into official Op¬ 
position status. 

The Tories are down al¬ 
most seven points and the 
Liberals are up two. 

Harris-Decima chair¬ 
man Allan Gregg said the 
NDP gain is most likely at¬ 
tributable to “the Jack ef¬ 


fect.” 

“The national outpour¬ 
ing of emotion we wit¬ 
nessed over Jack Layton’s 
untimely death appears to 
have translated directly in¬ 


to increased support for 
the party,” Gregg said. 

Layton died Aug. 22 af¬ 
ter a battle with an undis¬ 
closed form of cancer.

Deported twice, he’s back — and busted 


A fugitive who was deport¬ 
ed from Canada twice, re¬ 
turned and appeared on 
the government’s most- 
wanted list has been ar¬ 
rested in Toronto. 

Public Safety Minister 
Vic Toews said yesterday 
Wasford Uriah Steer was 
arrested Monday. 

Steer, 39, was last de¬ 
ported to Jamaica in 2000. 

Toews said it’s not 
known when, where or 
how he returned to Cana¬ 
da, adding he could have 


used a fake passport. 

“He could have come in 
under someone else’s pass¬ 
port and could have been 
here the day after he left,” 
Toews said in Regina. 

“This guy’s quite cre¬ 
ative,” he added. 

Toews said Toronto po¬ 
lice picked up Steer on oth¬ 
er charges and then found 
he was wanted by the 
Canada Border Services 
Agency. 

The agency said Steer, 
who has five known alias-

Sarkozy denies 
dirty cash claim 


O Book says French president accepted illegal cash for 
2007 campaign O Sarkozy claims critics are lying 


French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s office vigorously 
denied claims in a new 
book that he personally 
took undeclared campaign 
cash from the heiress to 
the L’Oreal cosmetics for¬ 
tune five years ago — 
claims that come just as 
the race for next year’s 
presidential elections is 
heating up. 

Sarkozy’s allies suggest¬ 
ed the accusations are a 
campaign ploy against the 
unpopular president. Simi¬ 
lar accusations first sur¬ 
faced last year. 

Still, questions about 
how Sarkozy financed his 
2007 campaign could stain 
his likely bid for re-elec¬ 
tion in April and May.

Another university year is be¬ 
ginning, so post-secondaiy 
students are about to learn 
important “life lessons” that 
will stay with them long after 
they’ve forgotten what Pi is 
(it’s a number).

Condoms are king: Welcome to university, 
the only organization that gets away with 
putting a prophylactic in its orientation kit.

MARTIN LUTHER KING JR. 

Poet Maya Angelou says 
the way a quote from 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
was paraphrased on his 
new memorial in Wash¬ 
ington makes the civil- 
rights leader sound like 
an “arrogant twit.” 

Angelou, who consult¬ 
ed on the memorial, told 
the Washington Post that 
the shortened version 
sounds egotistical and 
should be changed. 

The phrase is from a 
speech shortly before 
King’s assassination in 
1968 in which he talked 
about how people should 
remember him. 

In the original, King 
starts by saying, “If you 
want to say that I was a 
drum major, say that I was 
a drum major for justice,” 
King told the 
congregation. “Say that I 
was a drum major for 
peace. I was a drum major 
for righteousness. And all 
of the other shallow 
things will not matter.” 

All that is condensed 
on King’s memorial as “I 
was a drum major for jus¬ 
tice, peace and righteous¬ 
ness.” 

“The ‘if’ clause that is 
left out is salient. Leaving 
it out changes the mean¬ 
ing completely,” Angelou 
told the Washington 
Post.

While working for Steven 
Soderbergh is an easy 
choice for Matt Damon — 
the two have teamed up on 
the three Oceans movies, 
Che and the Informant! — 
the eclectic director’s pitch 
for their latest collabora¬ 
tion, Contagion, gave Da¬ 
mon pause. “He sent it over 
to me with a note saying, 
‘Read this and then wash 
your hands,”’ Damon re¬ 
members. 

The warning was well- 
founded, though, as Conta¬ 
gion covers some 
nerve-rattling subject mat¬ 
ter: A new virus quickly 
spreads throughout the 
world, quickly becoming 
an epidemic, while scien¬ 
tists and doctors race to 
find a cure while govern¬ 


ments work to keep socie¬ 
ty from falling apart. What 
surprised Soderbergh the 
most about the film was 
how easy it was to get 
made. “Everyone felt there 
was a place for an ultra-re¬ 
alistic film about this sub¬ 
ject. Nobody hesitated,” he 
says. “It all happened very 
quickly — uncharacteristi¬ 
cally quickly, actually, con¬ 
sidering what the business 
is right now for adult 
dramas.” 

Damon is only one part 
of the massive, big-name 
cast Soderbergh assembled 
for Contagion. Playing Da¬ 
mon’s wife — and Patient 
Zero — is Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow, while the Talented 
Mr. Ripley co-star, Jude 
Law, pops up as an oppor¬ 
tunistic blogger. On the 
disease-fighting side, Mari¬ 
on Cotillard plays a World 
Health Organization inves-

tigator, while Kate Winslet 
and Laurence Fishburne’s 
CDC officials work state¬ 
side. For Fishburne, the ap¬ 
peal of the project was 
simple. “I was kind of 
blown away by how smart 
it was, because a lot of 
what is being made now is 
kind of stupid,” he says. 

But that doesn’t mean 
working on the movie has 
had any impact on Da¬ 
mon’s disaster prepared¬ 
ness. But then he’s always 
been bad about stuff like 
that. 

“After the Northridge 
quake, I put the flashlight 
by my bed for like two 


weeks, and then forgot 
about it,” he admits, 
though now that he’s a 
parent his behaviour has 
certainly changed. “I’m 
probably more protective 
than I’ve ever been now 
that I have children,” he 
says. 

“My wife’s name for me 
is Red Alert. I sometimes 
just check to see if the kids 
are breathing.” 

Despite playing a CDC 
specialist in the film, Fish¬ 
burne says none of the 
germ-phobia rubbed off on 
him. “I ain’t afraid of 
germs, and I ain’t afraid of 
getting sick,” he says. “Dy¬ 


ing, that’s some other s—.” 

As for Soderbergh, 
working on Contagion cer¬ 
tainly has made him much 
more aware of the micro¬ 
scopic dangers around 
him. 

“I don’t know if my be¬ 
haviour has changed. I’m 
just really aware of it 
now,” he says. 

“Somebody set up this 
microphone, I was handed 
some lip balm by one of 
the makeup people, which 
I took a Kleenex and 
cleaned off, but who 
knows if that worked. So 
don’t get near my mouth. 
Having gone through it, 


I’m always going to be con¬ 
scious of it now.” 

But it’s not all fear and 
paranoia, Soderbergh ad¬ 
mits. Taking the movie out 
into the world has pro¬ 
duced some surprisingly 
entertaining moments — 
even if they are at his audi¬ 
ence’s expense. “It was fun 
during the preview to 
watch the lights come up 
and 400 people realize that 
they’re next to a bunch of 
strangers and that they’ve 
touched everything,” he 
says, a mischievous glint 
in his eye.

Skinless chicken breasts 
have become the new cot¬ 
tage cheese — the ubiqui¬ 
tous base upon which 
weight-loss diets are built.

Sure, they aren’t as low 
in fat as breasts, but being 
skinless and by trimming 
all visible fat they become 
fairly low in fat.

It’s hard to blame Gabriel 
Desjardins for wanting to 
knock on wood as he talks 
about his hopes for this 
season. 

The soon-to-be 19-year- 
old winger is eager to put 
a string of hard-luclc in¬ 
juries behind him heading 
into his fourth QMJHL sea¬ 
son with the Halifax 
Mooseheads. 

“I’m ready for a big

Pospisil keeps Canada’s

Vaselc Pospisil is starting to 
feel like he belongs among 
the world’s top tennis play¬ 
ers. 

The native of Vernon, 
B.C., won his first career 
Grand Slam yesterday by 
crushing Lukas Rosol 6-1, 6- 
2, 6-1 to reach the second 
round of the U.S. Open. 

Pospisil needed just 82 
minutes to dispatch the 
Czech, converting on seven 
of 13 break point chances. 

“This is my second slam,

The NHL’s summer of sad¬ 
ness continued yesterday 
after recently retired player 
Wade Belak was found dead 
in Toronto, becoming the 
third enforcer to die since 
May 13. He was 35. 

Belak’s body was discov¬ 
ered at a downtown Toron¬ 
to hotel and condo 
complex in the early after¬ 
noon. Specific details of his 
death were not immediate¬ 
ly available. 

The news struck a tragic 
chord around the hockey 
world, especially after the 
recent deaths of New York 
Rangers forward Derek 
Boogaard and Winnipeg 
Jets forward Rick Rypien. 

“As everyone knows 
there have been some real 
losses that we’ve experi¬ 
enced over the years, but it 
never seemed like there 
was three in a row like 
this,” said Pat Quinn, who 
coached Belak when he 
played in Toronto. “Any¬ 
body that’s around this 
game, you feel like it’s part

of your big family, and that 
includes the fans and all 
the people that support 
these players and get to 
know them.

Like Rypien and 
Boogaard, Belak largely 
made his living with his 
fists. He fought 136 times 
during an NHL career that 
spanned 14 seasons, ac¬ 
cording to 

h 0 cke 3 dights.com. 

The string of incidents 
has raised uncomfortable 
questions about a possible 
link between the difficult 


role each man played in the 
NHL and his untimely 
death. 

“We’re talking about 
such a short period of 
time,” said Craig Button, 
who was the general man¬ 
ager of the Calgary Flames 
when Belak played there 
early in his career. “It’s not 
only about the deaths, it’s 
the deaths that surround 
similar-type players. 

“It’s not just getting hit 
in the head, it’s everything 
that goes with that (en¬ 
forcer) role.” 

Belak was popular 
among the media off the 
ice because of his friendly, 
easygoing demeanour. 

He spent parts of three 
seasons with the Predators 
prior to retiring over the 
summer. Belak was sched¬ 
uled to work on Nashville’s 
television broadcasts this 
coming year and had re¬ 
cently travelled to Toronto 
to be a contestant on the 
CBC show Battle of the 
Blades, the Canadian press
